This is the reaſon why the whole Colledge of the ſpirituall

flocke. Hauing pluckt out the weedes and the thiſtles, let vs 
as the good husbandman ſow the good ſeede. As this then 
prooueth not the vnlawfulneſſe of departure; ſo on the other 
lide, it doth commend vnto rs king Daudi praying, and his 
ſpiritual] departure, teaching vs that in the time of plague, 
our firſt and principall care ought to bee, as well before our 
ure, as in our departure if we ate ſo minded, (for lv 

no neceſſitie of it) to flie and runne by the feete of faith and 
prayer to the name ofthe Lord, which being forgotten, omit- 
ted, or negligently praRiſed,maketh our departure vnlawſul. 
Imitate the Ring then, O ye righteous ſoules, in this threate- 
ned tempeſt of the plague, let your ſoles take (the wings of 
a Doue) the motion and agility of the ſpirit of God, and let 
them flic by the ſtrength of their prayers to the boſome of 
Gods mercies where they ſhall be at reſt, David in this his 
going to the name ofthe Lord, hath ſhowen and manifeſted 
foure things: His Conſcience, Humilitie, Memory, Wiſedome. 
His Conſcience,” that it was good:his Humilitie, great: his 
Memorie, holy: his Wiſedome, right. | 

Touching the firſt, the ſpirit of prayer is a ſigne of a 

Conſcience; for as Tertullian ſpeaketh, Lil. de caft.Oratio de 
conſcientia procodit ſi conſcientia erubeſtat, erubeſret oratio, 
Prayer doth proceeds ſrom the Conſcienco: if ih Conſtience bluſh, 
prayer will alſo be aſhamed, O it is an excellent thing that we 
can giue our {clues to this holy exerciſe: let one haue riches, 
honour, pleaſures, let him be adored as a little god, ifhehaue 
notthe ſpirit of prayer to puſh him forward with Dawd, in 
the midſt of his felicitie, he is moſt miſerable. 

Secondly, his miſer ie and humilitie, for a King is become

of that right God, aſwel the king that fitteth vpon his throne, 
as poure Ladarut that ſitteth beforethe doore ofthe rich man. 
Thirdly his memory, the ſubiect wherof was the Lord, O ho- 
ly remembrance: Although he had as it were forgotten him 


by his ſinue in his proſperitie, yet he remcmbreth him by his 


praiet in his affliction: O the excellencie of praier, it is a re- 
membring of ourbeſt friend, whoſe remembrance is cumfor- 
table to our diſtieſſed ſoules. The ſubiect of our memoris, 
haue beene along time commodities, pleaſures, ric hes, honor, 
triumphs, & therfore, o England, behold another ſubiect to 
exerciſe the art of thy memory: If then we haue forgotten 
him by our feruent prayer in our (in, let vs now remember 
him by our feruent praier in our affliction. Many haue 
practiſed the art of memorie, according to the memoratiue 
Art, and precepts of memorie, which appoint places, and 
their furniture, for the helpe of ſuch as are vnexperjenced 3 
but let vs practiſe the art of this holy memorie, let & d be 
the ſubiect, & in this our afflictiõ, let theſe be our helpes Firſt, 
let vs remember in our praier the commandement of God, 
Pſal. so. Secondly the name of him, whom we call vpon, that 
it is Iehouab, Lord, our God, a God not in ſhew, but in ſub- 
ſtance and performance: a Rirong God, a towre of defence, 
they that know this name il truſt in him, P/al g. 10. Third- 
ly, what he is by nature, ho ſweet and amiable how rich in 
mercie, Eph. 2. Fourthly, what he is by promiſe, how faithfull 


and true, 2. Tim. i. 3. Laſtly, what he is by couenant, made vnto 


Abraham: ſeed; not im the blood of bulles, but in the bloud of 
the ſed of Abrabam. Further Dæamd bath ſhewen his wiſ- 
dome && that in the choice of the place, taking his marke a- 
right, and directing his petition to the true and proper peri- 
ode. I mitate the wiſdom of king Dauid in his choice, he that 
goeth to a place, runneth atight and Wiſely, if he be wiſe, and 
not by crooked and erroneous waies: Dauid ſlie eth vs —

our ſorrowes are multiplied?ſhall we follow the waics ofthe 
wicked,and ſay with them, Malac.;3. it i in vaine, that I baue 
ſtrued him, and what profit is it, that I haue kept his Commande- 


ments { Or ſhall werunne vpon the way of impatience, ad- 


ding gricte to griefe, liuing the life of (ive, or dying the 


death of ada, qrowning our ſoules in a gulſe of deſperation 
Shall we ſpend the time in bannings, execrations, curſing 
the day and night, the earth that beareth vs, the ayre that in- 
ſpiteth vs? Not ſo, O Chriſtian ſoules, call vpon the name of 
— Lord with Dauid, there was neuer name ſo worthie to be 
called vpon, in heauen or earth, ſo mightie for deliuerance, ſo 
ſure for protection, fo gainefull for ſuccelle, ſo compendious 
to cut off vnneceſſarie labours as the name of Iebouab. 
Hauing vnderſtood the Conſcience, Humilitie, Memorie, 
and Wiſedome of Dauid; let me open to you the reaſons to

gious places, vnto a purer ayre. Firſt, the counſel of the Phy- 
ticians, Secondly, the practiſe of others, Thirdly, the danger 
or perill which they are like to fall in. Fourthly, deſire of 
health and life. Fifthly, the experience of ſucceſſe. Let the 


lame be motiues vnto vs in this infection, to perſwade vs to 


run ſpeedily ynto this Arke of Noah. Firſt, it is preſcribed by 
the whole Colledge ofthe ſpirituall Phyſicians, by God the 
father, Pſal. 50. 13. King Daxids Phyſician , by God the ſon, 
who preſcribing the remedies which men ought to vie in 
the laſt dayes,in which the Trinitie of puniſhments, Famine, 
Warres, and Peſtilence ſhould reigne, giueth this counſell, 
Like 21-36,Watchand pray continnal;'vy Prophets, Apoſtles, 
& wiſe men, lam. 5. 1 3. Ecele. 3 . . and 17.23. Secondly, the 
practiſe of the ſpirituall Phyſicians, as they haue preſcribed 
it, ſo they haue alſo practiſed it, & haue fled vato this place; 
to this Sanctuarie went the renowmed Patriarkes, the godly 
Princes, the holy Prophets, the bleſſed Apoſlles, the Prince 
of glory, the ſon of the immortal God, the conſtant Martyrs: 
whoſeexamples ye ſhall find in the (tore-houſe of the Scrip- 
C 2 tures, 
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tures, The example ofthe bodily Phyſicians, of which ſome 
depart in the time of plague, hath much force to make vs 
haſten our departure; how muchimore ought the practiſe of 
the ſpiritual Phyſicians ſpurre vs forward vpon our ſpirituall 
voyage. Thirdly, the danger, which is threefold, (Ia nobis, 
circa not contra not) In vs,tuund about vs,againſt vs; In vs the 
plague of ſin: round about vs, the fire ofthe preſent plagus: a- 
gainſt es, Sathan who ſee keth to make vs curſe the Lord, and 
the fite of Gods wrath and anger: To auoid this threefold 
danger, run to the Toure and to this bleſſed Zoar. The fourth 
motiue,is the deſire of life and health; we need at this time a 
double health, the health of the ſoule and body: let vs there- 
tore gee boldly vnto the thro of grace that we may receine mercy, 
and find grace to belpe in time of need, Heb. 4. 16. Why went that 
woman which was diſeaſed with an iſſue of blood twelue 
yeares vnto Chrilt,but that ſhdmight teceiue her health:wer/; 
12, The ſickneſle of the plague is an iſſue of blood,which be- 
ing once opened, will euer run, and keepe a courſe if it be not 


ſtanched by the power and mercie of God: which mercie is 


onely obtained, by going vnto his ſacred name: to obtaine 
this double health. Danid went vnto this place, I. Chron. 2 1, 
that the plague of his ſoule might be healed, and the bodily 
plague be remooued, If ve are as it were dead for ſorrow, 
prayer will reuiue vs, for it is, Vita anime,the life of the ſoule: 
& as Chyyſtermerh it, E/t anima ipſius anime, It is the ſoule ofthe 
forte. If we goe into th: Countrey which cannot ſaue vs; ho 
much more ought we to flie to this name, which hath tho 


er to do it: this his power, being accompanied with mer - 


cy and kindnelle, for thou O Lord, art good and gracicus, 
and of great compaſſion. Pal. 8 6. Fiſtly, experience of good 
ſuccelſe, is the laſt motiue, they which haue fled co this place, 
haue not beene ſtopped by the way, but haue had good 
ſpeede. Goe vnto King Herebiah, Job, Damid, and the reſt, 
and they will preach vnto you by experience, the experience 
of this ſueceſſe. This ſueceſſe is grounded vpon three things, 
as vponthtee firme pillars, the Power, the Willand Promile, 
the Goodneſſe and mercie of God.

Hu will and promiſe, P/al.g1.T.loel.2.32, lam 5.15, Eccle, 
31-9. Hatth.7,7.10b.14.13; The King of heauen is not like 
vnto the Princes of the earth, or ynto that Pha of Mace- 
don, who anſwered vnto the widow comming in his Coure 
to him, to be heard, l ani not at leiſure,(vntowhich alſo ſhee 
anſwered iv[tly,theo be not a King any longer), for ſeeing 
that hehath promiſed it, he is alſo willing, his prom ſe being 
Ggned with the finger of the holy Ghoſt, and ſealed with the 
blood of his beloued and annoynted. Neither is he like vnto 
him,/4atth.7. who anſwered, trouble me not, my doores 
are ſhut the gate of heauen is alwayes open for vs. God re- 
uoketh not his promiſe as King Salaman. 1.Reg-2.20-21« 
2 3.eAikg my mother, for 1 will not ſay thee nay x and yet brhold 
how this time is changed, Adoniah hath ſpoken this word a- 
gainſt his owne life; of the Lords promiſe” wee need not 
doubt, but with Dauid boldly we may ſpeake, Pſal. 9d. 5. In 
the day of my trouble I will call upoa thee, for thou wilt beare me, 
Thirdly, Hi goodneſſe, mircie, aud lileralitie, which is [0 


great that he giueth mear to the youg raurus which call vpon him, 


Pal. 145.9. Doubt not then, but that hee will heare the ſup- 
plications of men, whom he hath made a little lower then the 
Angels, tocrowne them with glorie aboue other creatures, 
Fſal. 8. 6. Let therefore, faith Auguſtine, thy prayer aſtend, 
and Geds mercie will deſcend , hail Wee dillrult his good- 


neſſe, who i rich 10 «4 that call vpon him ? Rena. 10. 12. Or- 


ſhall we ſuſp:@ his bouncitulaetle, which powrerh out plen- 
fully bis bleſrings vpon all fleſh? Rom. 8. 32. And although we 
haue offended him, yet our offences will not ſtop his 
mercies, Men, when they haue done any good tut ne t any, 
if they bee neuer ſa little offended, they caſt men in the teeth 
with the benefits they haue done them, and vpbraid them 


with the good turnes they haue ſhewed z wherefore men are

the Lord, we ſnal not meete with one that is of ſuch a diſpo- 
ſition and nature: he, as the A poſtle ſpeaketh, reproacheth no 
man; nor kcepeth his anger for euer, /. 103. 9. The wil- 
lingneſſe, mercie, and goodnelle of the Prince tu haue vs, 
maketh vs alſo willing to goe to him v ho more willing, then 
he that is our Father, our Sauiour, then he that hath ſuffered 
for vs, ſcoffings, ſpittings, bands, ſtripes, and death it ſelfe 2 
Neuer lap of the mother hath beene ſo open to her babes, as 
the bowels of Gods compaſſions are open to the righteous. 
Harken to this, yee faint ſpirits, be ſtrengthened yeeweake 
hands and feeble knees, receiue this comſort, that he hath de- 
liuered, he doth deliuer, hee yet will and can deliuer. I ende 
this point with the 13. 14-and 15. verſes of the 10. Chapter 
of the Epiſtle to the Romanes: wherein behold a ſingular 
and compendiousgradation. As they that would come to 
King Salomon fitting vpon his throne, were faine to runne 
vp * ſtaires (for his throne, was mounted vnto by ſixe 
ſtaires) ſo the perfection and conſummation of man going 
to the throne of the true Salomon leſus Chriſt, aſcendeth aud 
ariſeth by ſixe degrees: the higheſt and the happiclt ſtaires 
being, inuocating and lating, praycr and deliuerance. Theſe 
are then the fiue reaſons, by which wiſe Chriſtians ought to 
be guided, I imitate King Dauid. only reſorting to the wings 
of the Lords fauour. And herein we ſhould be wiſe, ij we leuel 
our hearts and affections at the very rigl t center and marke 
of prayer ( whichis the name ot Jeboxah alone) and the 
period or ſcope in whom our re queſts mult end. 

But alas, there are fiue ſortes ot men, which make choice 
of other places, reiecting the wiſedome of Dauia, the coun- 
ſell of the ſpiritual! Phy ſicians, and the practiſe to the Saints 
of God, going a crooked, a circular, and endleſſe way, not 
towards the marke, nor with a right foot as the Apoſtle 
ſpeaketh. Cal. 2. The firſt kind, flie hilt to the helpe of mortall 
man, and with Aſa make ſpeed to the bodily Phyſician,

to tne confections of Atte, or to the purer ayre, not once 


mindtull of this place; but when all helpes faile them, and 
| that 
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that the Lord ſendeth his Sergiant and heauenly Pur ſiphant 


to arreſt them, then they returne to runne to this place. What 
name ſliall we giue ycu (O yee of litile faith ) but the name 
of weake Chriſtiaas? Put not your truſt in the ſonne of man, 
for there is no helpe in him, Pſal. 148. There is a ſecond 
ſort, which runne onely to the ordinarie creatures, deriding 
the name /ehowah, yea denying that there euer hath beene, 
or is yet at this preſent, ſuch a place to be found. whereunto 
the righteous is preſerued, ſuch as Dauid deſetibeth in the 10. 
Pſalms, 3. 4. Which ſceke not God, but conte moe him, and thinks 
they ſhall neuer be mooued. O yce meere Atheiſts, what name 
deſerue you, but that name, which the Lord himſelſe giueth 
you, P/al. 14. I the name of fooles?If C ais hath beene reicted, 
becauſe hee offered an vnworthie ſacrifice, what deſerue 
they that offer none at all? The third ſort runne to a place, 
whoſe name is Hell, ſeeking to Sathan and his artes, gadding 
to the woman of Endor, or tothe Idoll of Ekron, as Saul, as 
Nero, as Iulian: Returne, returne, O yee wretched and bewit- 
ched ſonnes of men, with the name ofdeuilliſh idolaters. The 
fourth ſort, ſeeketh to dwell vnder the protection and aſſu- 
rance of their merites and good workes: but theſe alas, as 
Bernard writeth on the 91. Palme, are ill lodged and haue a 
poore Tabernacle, the diuell hath ſoone blowen that away. 
The laſt ſort, are the ſuperſticious Papiſts, who in the time of 
plague runne to the houſe of the Spider to be preſerued, to 
ſtic kes and ſtones, mettals and papers, Angels and Saints, and 
principally to Saint Schaſtian for as euery ſickneſſe & diſeaſe 
bath his Apothecarie and Phyſician among them: So the 
plague hath Saint Sebaſtian, vnto whom with their families 
they runne to bee preſerued. Thatexecrable P/alrer of the 
Virgine Marie, compiled by them, maketh her to be this ſecret 
place whereunto wee ought to runne: the prayer of Dauid 
which he made being vilited with the plague, P/ad. 3 B. is blaſ- 
phemouſly abuſed in this maner, O Lady rebuke me not inthine 
anger, neu her chaſtiſe me in thy wrath: The g. Pſalme is in the 
like maner abuſed, Vhaſo dwelleih in the ſecret of the bleſſed Vir- 
gi, & c. But O ye blind ſeducers of fou'es,it may be firſt a cha- 
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lenge ynto ycu all, that neither Dania, lab or Ezechiah viſited 
wich the _ went to Cherub or Seraphin, Gabriel or Ra. 
phacl, Abe w or CMoſer : whom haus I in heanen but thee? 
ſaith Dau: he ſaithnot, that he had a CMoferor « Samuel: 
have all theſe erred ? Even ſo will we with them. Secondly, 


yee goeto them that cannot helpe you, let them ariſe, itthey 
can 


you in the time of your miſeric, ere.2. In the fa- 
mine of Samaria, 2.Reg.6. a woman crying to the King, 
helpe me, O King, hee anſwered, ſeeing the Lord doth not 
ſarcour thee,how ſbould I-helpe thee? Concluding ſecond- 
ly, that if the Lord withdraw his helping hand, it lieth not 
in the power ofmortall man to helpe. So wee may anſwere 
the Papiſt s * the time of plague to their Sebaſtian, 
helpe and;aid vs Saint Sehaftien, If it licth not in the power 
of mortal men that are liuing with vs to helpe, how much 


leſſe can they that are dead? And farre leſſe, one that perhaps 


hath neuer beene? As for the Angels, they are diſpleaſed 
that ye come to them, to thruſt ypon them ſuch a dangerous 
honour:they may ſay as Dawid, Pſal. 11 5. Net unto vs O Lord, 
net onto uu, & c. they that refuled a farre (ſmaller offer vpon 
the earth,the onely bowing of the knee vnto them(See thou 
doe it wot ) will bee much more diſcontented, to ſee the 
knees of the heart toftoup to them for the ceaſing of the 
plagne: for although an Angel ſmote ſeuentie thouſand in 
the time of Dauidiyet he was but the inſtrument, God onely 
the agent, and therefore he onely to be prayed vnto. If the 
Papills reply that they intreate onely Saint Sebaſtian to 
ſpeake vnto God for them; the anſwer is, that God needeth 
not a Sebaſtian, nor any Saint ſo euer, to be his Maſter of Re- 
queſts:this is a ſeruice not vnmeet for the gouernours of the 
carthẽ the Lord is not like vnto earthly Princes, vnto the 
which may be ſaid, that which Jethro ſoid, & xad. 18. to Mo- 
ſes, the thing is tov heauis for thee, thou art not able to das it 
thy ſelfe alone: for the Almightie is able to doe it alone, 
neither is there any defect in his hearing, whoſe eares are o- 
n to the prayers of the poore. Let vs therefore hold Chriſt 
— for the Maſter of Requelts;itis he onely that — 
: : "£4 preienc 
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preſent our requeſts which we make vnto the Lord for the- 
ceaſing of the plagues let others run where they will, to ſtickes 
and ſtones from the ame of the Lord: I doe you no iniurie 
to impute this to you, for as Hilarie writeth vpon the firſt 
Pſulme, It is as great an offince to make a new, as to denie the tru⸗ 
Cod. The Lord annoyne your eyes with his eye- lalue, that ye 
may returne to flie to the name of ſebeuab. As for vs, we will 
follow the holy Canon and leaue the broad way, whoſe end 
is deſtruction, ſaying with Dauid, Pſal. I I. I. lu the Lord put I 


my traſt, hom ſay ye then, to my ſoule, flie to your mountain as a bird, Matih. y. 


I endthe firſt branch of this diſcourſe With that holy Epipho- 
neme of King Dauid, Pſal. 146. 5; Bleſſed is hee that bath the 
God of lacob fer his helpe, whoſe hope is in the Lord his God. 


After the name of the place, and other circumſtances, there The ſecond 


followeth in the two places, the condition, properties, quality 
and ſa feneſſe ofthe place whereunto we muſt run in the time 
of the plague, The ſonnes of men in the time of infection, be- 
fore their departure, haue a ſpeciall regard of the place where 
they will goe, of the ſituation, nature, and ſuch like, and 
being led by the preſcription of the Phylician : Secondly, 
by their awne miade, they make choyſe commonly of a 
place in which they perceive theſe ſeuen properties follow- 
ing: and although Salomon here maketh mention but of one, 
namly of a ſafe place.yet giueme leaue to diſcourſe ofthe reſt. 
Firſt, they go wherethere is a good, wholſome & pure ay re, 
not ſubiect to ſtinking euaporations, & it is the preſeriptiõ of 
the Phyſicians, that we ſhould go vnto places where the ayte 
is not carrupted,far from the infection. Dauid fled to ſuch a 
place, for ſuch is the name of Iehouab, a pure place, far from 
the corruptions of this world,for he is a pute, & incorruptible 
God, in whom there is no infectiõ of ſin:the Lord, holy, holy, 
holy, not admittingthoſe in whoſe mortal] bodies the plague 
of ſin doth raign:to pray then & to repent,1sto returne & po 
to a wholeſom light. Fecle. 17.24. The places whereunto the 
ſons of men flye, although they ate fora time corrupted, yet 
they are not warriced (til ſo ro remain, diuers altcratiosbyſun- 
dry m:anes may befall,as by the reſort of perſons infected, & 
ſuch like: but the name of ſehouab, this place of tefuge, ſnal ne- 
uer be altered. for le is the immutable & vnchãgeable God, e- 
D in the 
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the gates of that Citie no vncleane per ſon ſpal erer, Apoc, 22. ia 15+ 


Secondly, men make choyſe of a pleaſant and delectable 
place, both for their bodies and ſoules, where there is good 
companie to recreate themſelues in their ſorrow and exile, 
foode and neceſſaries for their bodies, further by the riuer 
ſide, or where there is good water: laſtly, where they may al- 
ſo haue food for their ſoules, the word of God Pte ached. 
This place of refuge, the name of /ehonah, is a pleaſant and 
delectable place, where canſt thou better recreate thy ſelfe, 
then by thy Father and brother leſus Chriſt in this thy exile 
and miſerie? Comfortable is the boſome of the mother to 
the yong infant, but more comfortable is the name of the 
Lord to the righteous which are called little babes by the 
Apoſtle. Paui maketh mention in his voyage toward Rome, 
of a certaige place which was called (The faire haven: ) . 17. 
27. this place of refuge better deſerued this name, let vs goe 
thit her, for it is a harbour and rode for choſe which are toſſed 
in the ſea and deluge of the Peſtilence: happy is the ſoule that 
landeth at theſe hauens. If we deſire water, there is the fonn- 
tine of life : Iere. z. the water ef grace, Eſal. 5 1. If we deſire the 
word; there is the word it ſelfe, f Chrift,loh. 1 the truth loh. 
14. There is the beſt, the firſt, the ancienteſt Preacher, God 
himſelfe that preached in Paradiſe. 

Thirdly, in our choyſe wie ſeeke out a ſafe place, whither 
we may goc without danger, and where we may abide ſafe, 
and dwell without danger. The name of /chonab is a ſafe 
harbour, the ſecret place and ſhadow of the moſt high, P/a/. 
91. 1. vnder whoſe wings we ſhall abide ſafe and harmeleſle. 
Three things prooue the ſaſeneſſe of this place: Eirſt, the 
name of the place, it is 4 flrong towre, Prou. 18. Io. A ſecret 
place, Pſal.3 2.7. A roche and fortre ſſe, Pſal. 18. which i in- 
uincibit. Such are not the fortreſſes of mortall men, which 
they are conſtrained to tender vp, being driuen thereunto ei- 
ther by famine, or force, as Seba in the time of Dawid hereof 
is a witneſſe. Second ly, the Lord of the ſoyle, which inhabi- 
teth that place, his name is Ichouab the Almightie, Val iI. 
the ſtrong and inuincible God, who will and is able to pre- 
ſerue vs. Thirdly, it is prooued by the ſueceſſe of thoſe who 
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run to it, & by that which they receiue, they are exalted, pre- 
ſerued or delivered (faith Salmon) which Danid acknowltde 
geth, Yſal. 3 2. 7. and is confirmed by the ſucceſſe ot Dauid. 
prayer, 2. Sam. 24.2 J. and the plague ceaſed from Iſrael. Com. 
fortable is the ſaying of Daaidʒ Eſal. 91. 3· 14. 16. in which, 
ſixe things proouethe happie ſucteſſe of the righteous that 
runneth vnto it. Firſt, Gods ready anfwere* Secondly, his 
preſence: Thirdly, his deliverance : Fourthly, his aduance- 
ment to honour : Fiftiy, length of dayes: Sixtly, fruition of 
1aluation : O the excellent riches, pleaſures, and ioyes which 
the righteous there ſhall enioy. As Lor there fled vnto little 
Zoar to be preſerued from the fire of Sodame So let vs ſlie to Gen. t. 
the name of ſobouab, to be lafe from che fire of the plague. 
The earthly places whereunto men run, do wantthis proper- 
tic: they are not warranted to be ſafe there, either from dan 
ger or fromthe plague,and theexperience of this yeeredoth 
declare itvnto vs all. Some haue returned and ſome haue 
died there, but as for the name of 7ehoneh, thy ſoule is cer- 
taine to be preſerued,ifthither ſhee taketh her recoutſe; and 
as they onely eſcaped the flood, that entred into the Arke of 
Noah. So like wiſe, they that enter into this incorruptible and 
immortall Arke, ſhall only be ſafegarded from the deluge of 
alflictions. The Doue of Noah at her firſt flight from the 
Arke, although ſhee mounted aloſt, and fetched many retires, 
yet ſnee could finde no reſting,vntill ſhee returned agaiae to 
the Arke: So the poore ſoule may flie where ſhce will, but 
yet ſnee ſhall not haue any ſure footing to reſt, except ſhee 
returne to the heauenly Arke: let vs therefore be wile as 
Serpents, and fimple as Doues, for as they being perſecuted. 
flie vnto the rockes; ſo let vs in our calamities take our re- 
courſe to the rocke of Dauid, ſal. 18. z. neuer haue there hin 
holes ia the rockes ſo open for the doue, as the name of Je. 
houah for the righteous ſaules. There arc two renowmed 
places mentioned by Punie, Locru, and Crotone, where the 
plague was neuer, as he writeth 4. I. cap. 9g 6. and without 
doubt many reſorted thither: but although we ſhould fie at 
this day to Locris and Crotone, if wee carrie within vs the 
plague of ſinne, the inward cauſe of the bodily contagion, 
at D 2 1 
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we haue no warrant to bee ſaſegarded. But me thinkes 1 
heare a controuerſie: Man y righteous haue fled to the name 
of the Lord, and yet haue not beene ſafe from the deluge of 
the pellilcace,or from the {nare of the hunter: but thouſands, 
and thuuſands are fallen in former vilitations, yea ſome of the 
choſen of iracl, The anſwer is, that they haue brit obtained, 
either that which they prayed for; ſecondly, or that which is 
better; or thudly,that which is ſufficient And the Lord hea- 
reth vs lay es, although alwayes he granteth not our petiti- 
on: this ſee meth a Paradox and yet the trueth thercot is mani- 
feſl: for in ſtæecd oi that we asked, he giveth vs a better thing, 
and a bettcr placett hon ackeſt the earth ſaith Auguſtine, and the 
Lord guacth thee heauen:tomporall Ie, & he giveth thee the eternal. 
The Surgion that ſaweth off the arme or legge of the Patient. 
who cicth for impatience & apprehenſion;he areth lim, Now 
ſecundũ voluutatem ſed ſanitatẽ, not according to his wil butac- 
cording tohis health: & ſo the Lord dealeth with kis Patients. 
Fourthly, to proceed, men make choice of places where 
they haue their friends:the children reſort to their parents, the 
parents to their children, brethren to their brethren, and one 
friend to another. The name of the Lord is a place of refuge 
where we haue our belt friends, there we haue our Father, our 
eldeſt brother Chi iſt leſus, the holy Ghoſt our comſorter: 
and theretore Dauid in the time of Plague went to this com- 
fortable place. In earthly places vato which the ſonnes of men 
reſort, either we haue no friends, or they are jarre off, and ther- 
fore we ſeeke other: or ſometimes although we haue friends, 
yet they will not receiue vs for ferre of inſection: but in this 
holy temple, and vpon this holy mountaine, we are ſure to 

finde at all times the aforeſaid friends. 5 
Fifily, we haue regard to chooſe a place which is law ſul ſor 
all men co come vnto, which is not prohibited ur forbidden 
by the Lord of the ſoyle and Magiſtrate ot the place, and 
where we know we ſhall be teceiued. This place of refuge is 
ſuch, acceſlible for all men, for whoſoruer ſball call on the name 
of the Lord, ſbali be ſaued, loel. 2.3 2. Neuer a citie of refuge ſo 
free for all manner of trauſgreſtions: hither may come the 
King 
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King and the ſublect, the rich aud the poc re, tlie learned and 
che yalcarued, tne merchant and the tradeſman: the found 
and the ſicke. yea the iuſected with the plague. In the time of 
juſectiou, it is not lau ſull for them that dwell where the con- 
tagion reigneth, to com vnto the Prinoes Coutt, they are for- 
bideẽ by procl imation to reſort thither. gut the ourt oſhea · 
uen is open for all men, yea the for infected, for they cannot 
inſect the Court of heauen : the King of heauen hath made a The King of 
Proclamation in the 30. l that we ſhould refort thither, & he auen his 
the Prince of glory leſus Chriſt who keepeth his reſidence proclamation. 
there, will nat keep? vs backe. li the Prince had made a Pro- 
clamation that the infected ſhould reſort to his court to bee 
healed ; who weuld not haſten thither ? It vas not lawfull for 
all men to come to the inner Court of King Abaſſuerutʒ none Eſch. . 
might approach but they to whom hee held out tus golden 
Scepter, except he would die the death that was appointed 
for ſuch as durſt come neete. no ſuch kind of puniſhment is 
appointed for thoſe that goe vnto the Courte of the King of 
heauen, we may approach boldely to the throne of grace, the Heb. 4. 16. 
ter of our King ( | meane not that ram ſcepter of his iuſtice,) 
but the gelden of his mercie, js euet held forth ta man, woman. 
children, bond or free, ſtranger or Citizen, infected or not 
iafeted, whether they be called, or not called:and they all 
may ſafely approach: I name not neither inward or out- 
ward court, but euen to the throne of grace, where the King 
himſelfe ſitteth: and it there we craue of him, I ſay not to the 
halfe of his Kingdome (as Abhaſſuerus {pake vuto Eſler)but to 
the whole, it ſhallnot bee denied ys. Feare of puniſhment 
keepeth vsfromthe Princes couit. Let not feare keepe vs from 
the court of neauen. Nehemiab although hee held the cup to Nebem 23 
the King, yet how fearefull hee was to make a requeſt vnto 
him: But as for you O ye righteous ſoules, feare pee not, O you 
lutle flocke, for it is your fathers pleaſrue to gius you a Ki:gdome, 
Luk. 12. further in time of contagion, not only the court but 
alſo the other cities, to wies and villages, will not otten lodge 
them that come trom contagious paces. either the Lord of 
the ſoile, or the magiſti ate of thoſe places forbic ding itzbut as 
for that heauenly Ieruſalein, and the Lord of the lung, ther-

vnto euery one may reſort, the Lord and magiſtrate of 
t:caven doth not interdict it. Dauid cried vnto the Lord, 
and ſaid, thou art my portion in the land of the liuing. Pſal.1 42.5. 
At Rome the houſen of the Aediles, were alwaics open for 
all men, that they might reſort thither, to have their cauſes 
heard: and ſo is the houſe of the Lord for the afflicted ſoules. 
In ſome places there are appuinted(as I my ſelfe haue ſeenc) 
watchmen with halbards, to aske the paſſengers from whence 
they come, and ſometimes to keepe out thoſe that come from 
infected places, but in our going to this place, we need not 
to hate ſuch feare, ſor as Chry/oſtome faith, Hic nonoſt miles af< 
fftens qui expellat, here there id no Sergiant or Soldier to keepe 
thee ant. If the cities of the earth ſhut their gates before thee, 
thou canſt nor enter. As for that heauenly Jeruſalem, it is not 
lockt, and although it were, prayer, as Auguſtius ſpeaketh,is a 
key to open henuen, & to bring thee to the prefence of God. 
Sm. 220. deten. the Towneand Villages in times of in- 
fection although they receiue ſome, yer they will not harbour 
many: and often there is no place for multitudes: but fo is it 
not with the name of Iebona with this ſtrong tower, it is not 
like vnto the bulwarkes of mortall men, into the which iftoo 
many enter, they will hinder one another; this ſortreſſe can 
receiue millions and millions uithout any impediment. Fur- 
ther the temple is alſo interdicted to the infected, ſor they are 
commanded by the magiſtrate to keepe their houſen for a 
time, or if they come, they are entreated to ſit a tide: but the 
Lords holy cemple aboue in heauen, is not forbidden vnto 
 — theinfeted, nor to any man: it is Jawfull for them co go thi- 
ther and pray, and that with the ſucce ſſe of Damad,P/al.18. 
In my treuble I did call p in the Lord and cried vnto wy God, and 
be beard my uopce out of his Temple. 

6. Sixtly, ſome make a choyſe in the plague time, of a place 
A place neete vyhich is neere, whereunto they may eaſily goe without any 
vnto the Cie great trouble or colt; the name of the Lord is ſuch a place, 

compendious to cut off vnneceſſatit labours, yee need not 
to tunne farre,the Lord is neere, as the Prophet ſpeaketh, 70 
all them that call vpen him: neither weill it colt vs any thing. 
mon or merites, interce ſlion ot i iends or gitts: Poure men, 
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zee that want friendes or money, and therefore cannot pro- 

uide your {clues a place, be not diſmaide, behold, heres a 

place which u ill coſt you nothing. It is a place whereunto 

ve may go at all times, at dinner time, and at ſupper,as Chry. 

ſaſtome ſpeaketh, in the day time, and at mid- night, in thy 
health, and in thy ſickneſſe: the ſicke man may ly downe 

vpon his bed and goe vnto it, and when with King Ezekiah 

he cannot vſe the ſeet of the fleſh, yet may he vie the feet of 

the ip rĩt. In a moment we can flie thither, for as ſoone as we 

haue finiſhed our prayer, we are alreadie come to this place, - 
and to the Lord ofthis ſoyle, our prayer and God meeting 

one another in heauen, as leſus Chriſt and the woman at the 

Well, Jeb. 4. As for earthly places whereunto men reſort, ei. 

ther they are far off, vneaſie to goe vnto, and that with trou- 

ble and coſt, or expences, ſometimes we are ſtopped, we muſt 

haue Warrants and Certificates of the Pariſh & h-war- 

dens, that our houſe is not inſected, before we can be admit 

ted: all this trouble we need not in the time of plague in our 

going to the name of the Lotd: nothing will ſtop vs, the bo» 

dily plague ſhall be no impediment, for wee haue a Warrant 

that we may paſſe, the King of heauen his warrant in the 30. 
P/alme,Call v pon me, & c. and therefore this place is better Thewarrane 
then the earthly, where the featefull ſonnes of men dwell of ibe infocted. 
which feare the apparrel, houſhold · ſluffe, yea and thy letters: 

know nothing then to (top our paſſage, but the plague of 

the ſoule, as the Lord of this ſoyle telleth ys in the, 2.Cor.6, 

17.7 ouch none vncleaue thing and I will receine you. But I heare 
the weake conſcience obie, I am infected with the plague Obiection.

Laſtly, wee make choyle of ſuch places, where if need be, 
we may haue good Phyliciins, for we eſteeme it a great miſe- 
rie: to bed: (hruce of a god Phyſician, and of meanes to helpe 
vs in out necde. T he place otcetuge whereunto Dauid fled. 
and wee alſo ought to fle, tollowrg his direction, hath the 
bell Phyſician which is both in heauen or earth, God the Fa- 
ther, King Dazids Phyſician, who hath bot health and ſicł- 
neſſe, life and death in his power to diſpoſe of them for ou 
good and ſaluation: knocke therefore boldly with the hand 
of prayer and repentance at the gate of his mercic, and thruſt 
in Rabens Boh thy life and health. And thus much for the 
qualities and properties of the place. | | 
Further, we haue to obſerve that iDarid went not to this 
place of refuge alone, but with his whole family, for he pray- 
ed with the Elders of the people, for the people, and for the 
deliueragce of his whole kingdome. Hercin imitate King 
Dauid, remember in thy prayer thy whole family, and the 
Nate of the whole kingdome, the Tribe of Juda, and the 


Tribe of Lexi. There are foure ſortsfor which we mult pray: 


Firſt, for thoſe which are Supra nos, aboue vs: Secondly 
for thoſe which are equall vnto vs. Thirdly,for thoſe which 
are Sub nobis, ynder vs: Fourthly, for thoſe which ate (ontra 
not, againſt vs. In the going to the name of the Lord. wee 
muſt not imitate the negligence of many, who depart into 
the Country, and care onely for themſelues; as for their fa- 
milies, or at leaſt their ſeruants, they ate not once mingtull of 
them: but we muſt as well carrie with vs in our prayers, the 
ſeruants which are vnder vs, as ſhiee that licth in our boſome : 
And the Olme plants which are round about our tables Pſul. 108. 
3. The Athenians would offer ſacrit ce, but oncly for their 
owne Citie, and their neighbours of Chios: but wee Chriſti- 
ans mult pray, not onely tor the mother Citie, but tor all the 
daughters: Chriſt teacheth vs to lay, Our father, ce as ij vice 
all came from one wombe. It is a principle both of nature 
and policic, Fi v] fertior, Strength vnited, rect iueth mere 
firenpth ,

ſtrength. It holdeth hkewiſe in Diuinitie. If the prayer of 
one righteous perſon auaileth much, the prayer of many 
righteous ſhall au ile more. If the Syrepbenician obtained for 
her daughter the ſure ſhee made, much more: the whole 
Church of England ſhal obtaine for all her daughters: Where 
two or three be gathered together in his name, he is in the midſt of 
them , Much rather in the midſt ofa people, in the midit of 
thoulands, in whom there is Anime vna, cor vunm: One ſoule, 
one heart, one tongue, as if they were all but one man. Lord, 
heale the ſores of our land, for behold, both the mother and 
the daughters, the head and the members doe proſtrate our 
ſelues betore his Maieſtie. Yee of the ſet of Rowe, diuide 
not at this time of che plague in your prayers, the ſoule, the 
voyce and language ofthe Countrey into two places: ZA 
and his companie, praying in one place and with one ſlile: 
O Lord God of Abraham,and yee in another: O Baal beats vs; 
Some praying for tne life of David, and ſome for the lite of 
Iabm.Asfor vs, we will pray for the Lords annoynted our 
Soueraigne, that God may hide H m vnder the ſhadow of 
his wings from the noy ſome peltilence, knowing chat this 
is one of the parts of ur »beci2nce towards him, that weſ as 
Conſt ant no the great t ught his ſouldiers to ſhe» their alles 
giauce in nothing more then this ſhould pray for him, yea, 
for nis royal Co nſo t, his hope ful poſterity & their Fanulies. 
Jend this point, with the ſaying of an ancient Fathe:: That 
there s no better Guard, or Halbaidsto lafegard a Prince, 
than the pray ers of the Righte. us. 

Betore l come tothe third branch of this diſcourſe, giue Three rules to 
leaue Chriſtian Readers to the ſpirituall Phylicians, to lay be bc rued in 
downe three rules, vhich are to be o bſerued in tnis our ſpiri cs 
tuall departure to the name of the Lord.

of the ſoyle will receiue you. The ſecond rule is, flie ſpeedi- 
ly, and deferre not your departure: which rule is not in any 
maner to be omitted, it is the counſell ot the wiſe man Ieſu⸗ 
Syrach, Eccle 38.9. Myſonne faile not in thy ſiebneſſe but pray 
wnto the Lord, and he will make thee whole. Tis the comman- 
dement ofthe Lord i call van him in the rene of nr, Pyul. 
50. Which mult be performed with ſpeed, according to 
the example of Dauid, Fſal. 119. / will runne the way of thy 
— news If wee make haſt to lie into the Coun- 


ttrey, and forget to goe ſpeedily vnto this Sanctoatie ; it is as 


Auguſtine (peaketh of another matter, Curſus oelerrimus pri- 
ter diam: A {wilt race beſides the way. Haſt in this matter is 
praiſe worthy, & a man can neuer run too faſt that runneth 


to this place. The delay that E⁊eus made, let me go kiſſe my 


Father, & thoſe ſhiſts in the Goſpel: Let me firſt go burie my 
mother, or take leaue of my friends, are not admitted in this 
buſineſſe: commune not therfore with fleſh & blood. If in the 
time of plague, we make ſuch haſte to depart, before we haue 
ordained our buſineſſe aright, or bad our friends farwel: How 
much more ought ue to haſten our ſpiritual voyage? While 
the fal · bridge is let done, let vs make ſpeed to enter. Many, 
becauſe they went not far, nor made ſpeed to depart, haue en- 
dangered their bodies, but many more, hecauſe they fled not 
from the contagion of ſin with ſpeed, haue endangered their 
ſoules: & therfore as the Apoſtle — Cor. . of another 
matter, ſo I may ſay of this going: So run that yee may ob taiuc. 

The third rule is, Returne flowly:that is, continue where 
thou art: a neceſſarie rule to be obſerued in the going to the 
name of the Lord. It is the rule of the ſpirituall Phyſici- 


ans,

ans. Epb. G. 18. Rom.12. 1. Theſ.5. Pray continually, &. As 
it is preſcribed, ſo it hath beene practiſed: the woman of Ca- Luk, x36, 
Haan continued in her prayer, and returned not in haſt, 
They which are in the Countrey, although there bee many 
things which might mocue them to returne, yet for the ſafe- 
tie of their bodies, they continue till the plague be ceaſed:So 
continue in thy prayer by the Lord, and be not wearie of wel 
doing. Although three things mi ght haue mooued the Sy. 
rophenician to returne, the ſilence of Chriſt, her back. ſriends, 
and the odious names giuen vnto her, yet theſe diſcourage- 
ments hef poore ſoule digeſted, obtaining both a cure for her 
daughters infitm tie, and a commendation for her faith, O 
womau thou haſt wroughta miracle by the preſeuerance of 
thy pra; er, and hall giuen to thy Sauiour occaſion to doe a 
memorable act, conuenient to bis nature, glorious to his ho- 
ly name. Let vs at this time follow her perſeuerance, and al- 
though the Lord ſhould ſeeme to be ſilent for a time, yet let 
vs not draw backe, that we may receiue a cure both for our 
ſoules and bodies, and deſerue a commendation both by 
God and other nations, and thereby giue occaſion vnto the 
Lord to ſhew his omnipotent power in the ceaſing of the 
plague: and to doc an act in England conuenient to his na- 
ture, and glorious to his hoſy name. And as Iacob wreſtled 
with the Angel and would not let him goe vntill he had re- 
ceiued the bleſſing: So let vs as it were ſtriue with the Lord 
by our prayers, and let him not goe vntill he haue heard vs, 
in that which we as ke of him in this afflicted time. Let our 
prayers be now as the ſhowers of the raine, ifthe firſt ſnowre 
failech of watcring the earth ſufficiently: the ſecond, the third 
or the four h, wil fulfill the thirſt thereof. Let ſvs be like vn- 
to the widow, Lak. 18. and our importunitie will draw him 
vnto audience: but yet let vs hold a better opinion of the 
Iudge of the world. then of a common vulgar friend, It de- 
lighted his caresto heare our redoubled obſecrations, and he 
ſulpendeth our deſires in expectation, that we ſhould be im- 
portunate to craue. The bodily Phyſician cannot away 
with the importunate patient: but God, King David: Phy- Haba. 3 
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Geian,loueth the importunate prayer, & more acceptable is 
to him the end of our prayer hen ihe —— 
| bd. the children of light were as wile in their generation, os the

Wt ought not weethen doe to obtaine our ſuite? Let nothing

vnwilling to heare them. As vnbeleete did ſhut the doore vn» 
to the Tewes that ſome of them enter not into Canan tipeof 
he auenly leruialeimʒ ſo diſtruſtfulnes is able to ſhut aur praĩer 
out of that heauenly ( anaan. And therefore as /acob going 
to his father Iſaati to receive the bleſſing, put on the garment 
of his o deſt rothe, ſo let vs going to durheauenly fathet to 
obtaine our requeſt; be clbathed with faith through the righ- 
teouſaeſſe of dur eldeſt brother leſus Chriſt.

| Therighe r Fourthly, to go to this place, it is necellarie to know what 
heal right or intereſt we haue in it. in the places whereunto men 
baue to this be take their ſelues in the time of plague, either they haue 
place. ſome right or intereſt there, they are their owne, or 
becauſe they haue ſome friendsor acquaintance there that 
will receiue themgor laſtly, becauſe they haue either hired or 
purchaſed a houſe. So likewiſe vnto the name of /tbouch, 
the place where we ought to goe in the time of plague, as alſo 
| at all other times, we ä— and intereſt. Firſt, 
1 becaule it ĩs our one, for he is our God and our Lord, not 
by nature, hut by gift and donation: S ecandly, there ue haue 
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acquaintance and our beſtfriends; God our father, Chriſt 
dur brother, the holy Ghoſt our comforter, Thirdly,becauſe 3» 
we h-e purchaſed it;znot we our ſelnes, by corruptible gold, 
or by ourmerites, but Chriſt for vs by his precious blood, 
hath obtained this place of refuge for vs in our troubles. Da- 
vid, 1 · Chro. 21. 17. in his prayer, ſneweth vpon whatrightand 
encouragement in the time ofplague he went to this place, 
(0 Lord my I boſiech tbes, c.] it was then, becauſe the 
Lorg was his Godjhe had a particular feeling of the loue of 
God toward him, and knew him tobe his God for hee had 
had ſome experience of deljuerance, Thereaſon why we mult 
haue this right, is becauſe being infected withtheplague of 
ſinne, we ſhould not be receiued. In the Countrie, they will 
not receiue thoſe that are infected with the plague: Neither 
can they alſo. in whoſe ſoules the plague of fin doth reigne, be 
admitted to this place, and therefore the Lord hath giuen vs 
5 Chriſt the righteeus, to couer our vnrighteouſneſſe, that thus 
. as pure & cleane we might come vnto him.1 know by mine 
experience, that inthe Country heretoſore, they would not a- 
dmitſome that came from the Citie, vnleſſe they had put on 
new apparrell. To come vnto that heauenly leruſalem by the 
feet of prayer, we cannot be admitted, except we put offthe Ephe. . 24. 
old man, and put on — man which is creared in righte- 
ouſneſſe,and cherforeFhat we ſhould not be hindered to go 
thitner, Fe hath put om vi, the Lord Teſus Chrift, Rom. 13 141. 
being adorned with his righteouſneſſe and holineſſe, as Lacob 
was with the garment of his brother Eſas, M might with cen 
Sdence approach to the throne of grace, Hob. . It is only then in 
the name of Chriſt that wemult goe to the name of lehoach, 
lob. 14. 14. Joh. 57. Aas. 21. 22. Joh. 16. 14. 1. Tin 2. 5. I. Job. 2. 
i 1. In his name, the poore L] hath as much right to go 
1 vnto it, asking Se/owor the infected as the ſound:the learned 
| as the vnlearned: for Chrilt prayeth for them all: & as Aug. 
Niͤiue ſpeaketh. Chriſtprayerb with v5 all as our brother be prayeth 
| in v1 Al as aur beadhe is dome by vs al, as our Lord, but b 
 prajethforyrall, Sr Prieff. Let then the Romaniſts i 
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alone, as Ambroſe ſpeaketh, i the cho merit wee ſee the fa- 
ther, the hand to offer vp our prayer; aud the month to [peake vnte 
hum. But as for vs,with Dauid let vs goe vnto him by force of 
this right, ſay ing with bim, O Lora aum Gad, e beſeech thec, &c. 
Huing vnderſtood the name of the place, with other cir- 
cumſtances, let ys now examine the practiſe of King Dawidy 
vnto this place, with theſe feete, by the ſame right,tollowing 
the true difection, hee runned in the time of the plague with 
bis family, the Elders of Hrael. For he fled not to his Caſtle, 
neither departed he cut of lewrie, nor tranſported his family 
into another place, but as it is ſtoried, 1.Chron.21.26,( He cal. 
led pon the Lord.) Here is a foundation whereupon ſome 
prodigall of their lives, vncharitable toothers, proude in their 
conceites, build the vnlawfulnetle ot departing out of the 
contagious places in the time of plague, condemning it by 
the example of King Dauid in generall,without any excepti- 
on, in all manner of perſons , which their vncharitable con- 
ceit Iwill not heere refute, 1 referte the Reader to that lear - 
ned Treatiſe of that reuerend father, Theodor Bea, written 
touching this matter, wherein he learnedly, ſoundly and te- 
ligiouſly refuteth their grotle opinion; onely let me deſtroy 
their building which they erect vpon the example of King 
Daxid. Foure particulars can hinder them to make a gene- 
rall coneluſion out of this example: Mrit.che ſhort continu- 
ance of that plague for the ſpace of three dayes, or of a halfe 
of a day, as ſome of the learned are of opinion ʒuhoſe tealons 
Iwill not alleage, which left him no time to deliberate vpon 
departure. Secondly, the generalitie of the Peſtilence, being 


ſpred trom Dan to Beer ſhebal, which left him no place free 


to go vnto:for whither ſhould he flie, ſeeing that the peſti- 
lence was ſpread all ouer the land ? 2. Sn. 24. Thirdly, his 
owne guiltineſſe, that plague being cauſed by his ſinne, the 
numbring of the people, which cauſed ſuch a ſorrow in 
Danid, that he was ready by his owne death to redeeme the 
publike calamitie, praying vnto the Lord, 2. Chro. 2 I. 17. 0 
Lord my God 1 leſioch thee les thine hand be on me, and on my fa- 


ther: hauſe, and not on t their deftruttion, F 
the ſoundneſl Ae. was

Angel having not yet, or very ſparingly touched the head 
Citic, 1. Cbron. 21. I5.the Lord repenting of the euill, when 
the Angel came to leruſalem : theſe toure particulars are able 
to caſt downe their building, and to diſprooue their conſe- 
quence: Dauid fled not, Ergo, it is vnlawſull for any man to 
depart: the irue conſequence, if we would argue out of this 
place, might be this: Daniil & the Elders departed not: Ergo, 
jet not Magiſtrate forſake his Citie, not the Miniſter Bis 
flocke. Hauing pluckt out the weedes and the thiſtles, let vs 
as the good husbandman ſow the good ſcede. As this then 
prooucth not the vnlawfulneſſe of departure; ſo on the other 
lide,it doth commend vnto rs king Dauadi praying, and his 
ſpirituall departure, teaching vs that in the time of plague, 
our firſt and principall care ought to bee, as well beſore our 
departure, as in our departure if we are ſo minded, (for I vrge 
no neceſſitie of it) to flie and runne by the feete of faith and 
prayer to the name of the Lord, which being forgotten, omit- 
ted; or negligently practiſed; maketh our departure vnlawfal, 
Imitate the King then, O ye righteous ſoules, in this threate- 
ned tempeſt of the plague, let your ſoules take (the wings of 
a Doue/)the motion and agility of the ſpirit of God, and let 
them flie by the ſtrength of their prayers to the boſome of 
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Thetrue vſe 
of the example 


Gods mercies where they ſhall be at rel; David in this his 


going to the name ofthe Lord;hath ſhowen and manifeſted 
toure things: His Conſcience, Humilitie, Memory, Wiſedome. 
His Conſcience, that it was good: his Humilitie, great: his 
Memoricgholy : his Wiſedome, ri ghe. | 

Touching the firſt, the ſpirit of prayer is a ſigne of a good 
Conſcience for as Tertullian ſpeaketh, Lib. de raft. Oratio de 
conſcientua procedit fi conſcientia ernbeſtat, erubeſret oratio, 


Prayer doth proceeds {rom the C onſcience:ifthe Conſtience bla, , 


prayer will al/o be aſbameu. O it is an excellent thing that we 


can giue our ſelues to this holy exerciſe: let one have riches, 


honour, plealures, let him be adored as a little god, iche haue 
not the ſpirit of prayer to puſh him forward with Dauid, in 
the midſt of his felicitie, he is moſt miſerable. 

Secondly, his miſerie and humilitie, for a King is become 
a 
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a begger,and at the gate of the King of heauen he vſeth ſpee- 
ches of ſubmiſſion.(/beſeech thee Lord) Loe here O proud 
fon of Adam, of thy ſelfe thou haſt nothing, hut like a poore 


ſuppliant begger thou art conſtrained to goe before the gate 


of that right God, aſwel the king that fitteth vpon his throne, 
as poore Lacaru that ſitteth before the doore ofthe rich man. 
T hirdly his memory, the ſubiect wherof was the Lord. O ho- 
ly remembrance! Although he had as it were forgotten him 
by his ſinne in his proſperitie, yet he remembrerh him by his 
praier in his affliction: O the excellencie of praier, it is a re- 
membring of ourbeſt friend, whoſe remembrance is cumfor- 
table to our diſtreſſed ſoules. The ſubiect of our memoris, 


haue beene along time commodities, ple aſures, ric hes, honor, 


triumphs, & therſore, õ England, behold another fubie to 
exerciſe the art of thy memory: If then we haue forgotten 
him by our feruent prayer in our (in, let vs now remember 
him by our feruent praier in our affliction. Many haue 
practiſed the art of memorie, according to the memoratiue 
Art, and precepts of memorie, which appoint places, and 
their furniture, for the helpe of ſuch as are vnexderienced; 
but let vs practiſe the art of this holy memorie, let God be 
the ſubiect, & in this our afffictiõ, let theſe be our helpes Firlk, 
let vs remember in our praier the commandement of God, 
Pſal-50.Secondly the name of him, whom we call vpon, that 
It is Iehouah, Lord, our God, a God not in ſhew, but in ſub- 
ſtance and performance: a ſtrong God, a towre of defence, 
they that know this name vil trult in him, P/al . 10. Third- 
ly, what he is by nature, how ſweet and amiable. how rich in 
mercie, Eph. 2. Fourthhy, what he is by promiſe, how faithful 
and true, 2. Timn.i.3. Laſtly, u hat he is by couenant, made vnto 
Abraham; ſeed, not in the blood of bulles, but in the bloud of 
the ſced of Abrabam: Further Daud bath ſheu en his wiſ- 
dome, & that in the choice of the place, taking his marke a- 
right, and directing his petition to the true and proper peri- 
ode. I mitate the wiſdom of king Dauid in hi. choice, be that 
goeth to a place, runneth a. ight and wiſely, if he be wiſe, and 
not by crogked and erroneous wales: Dauid ſhe w eth vs — 

' right 
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right way, for to what place ſhould we goe but to this, when 
our lorrowes are muitiplied?ſhall we follow the waics of the 
wicked, and lay with them, Aſalac.3. It is in vans, that I haue 
ſerned bim, and whaz profit is it, that I haue kept his Commande- \ 
ments ? Or ſhall werunne vpon the way of impatience, ad- 
ding gricte to grieſe, liuing the life ot C aine, or dying the 
death of lad, row ning our ſoules in a gulſe of deiperation 
Shall we ſpend the time in bannings, execrations, curling 
the day and night, the earth that beareth vs, the ayrethat in- 
ſpiceth vs? Not ſo, O Chriſtian ſoules, call vpon the name of 
the Lord with Dauid, there was neuer name ſo worthie to be 
called vpon, in heauen or earth, ſo mightie for deliuerance, ſo 
ſure for protection, ſo gainetull for ſucceſſe, ſo compeudious 
to cut off vanecellaric labours as the name of [ebouab: 

Hauing vnderſſood the Conſcience, Humilitie, Memorie, 7, & 
and Wiſedome of Dauidʒ let me open to you the reaſons to m v. — 
mooue & perſwade vs to go to this place. Fiue things mooue goe to this 
the ſons of men inthetime of plague to depart from conta place, 
gious places, vnto a purer ayre. Firit, the counſel of the phy- 
licians, Secondly, the practiſe of others, Thirdly, the d 
or perill which they are like to fall in. Fourthly, deſire of 
health and life. Fitthly, the experience of ſucceſſe. Let the 
{ame be motiues vnto vs in this infection, to perſwade vs to 
run ſpeedily vnto this Arke of Noah. Firſt, it is preſcribed by 11 
the whole Colledge ofthe ſpirituall Phyſicians, by God the 
father, P/al.50.15. King Dawids Phyſician; by God the ſon, 
who preſcribing the remedies which men ought to vſe in 
the laſt dayes, in which the Trinitie of puniſhments, Famine, 3. 
Warres, and Peſtilence ſhould reigne, giueth this counſell, 

Late 21. 36, arch and pray continzaly;'>y Prophets, Apoſtles, 
& wiſe men, lam. 5. 23. Eecle. 3 8. g. and 17. 23. Secondly, the 
practiſe of the ſpirituall Phyſicians, as they haue preſcribed 
it, lo they haue alſo practiſed it, & haue fled vnto this place 
to this Sanctuarie went the renowmed Patriarkes, the godly 
Princes, the holy Prophets, the bleſſed Apoſiles, the Prince 
ol glory, the ſon of the immortal God, the conſtant Martyrs: 
v hoſe examples ye ſhall find in the ſtore· houſe of the Scrip- 
C 2 fures. 
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tures. The example of the bodily Phyſicians, of which ſome 
depart in the time of plague, hath much force to make vs 
haſten our departure; how muchimore ought the practiſe of 
the ſpiritual Phyſiciansſpurre vs forward vpon our ſpirituall 
voyage. Thirdly, the danger, which is threefold, (In nobs, 
circa nos, contra not) In vs; round about vs, againſt vs. In vs the 
plague of ſin: round about vs, the fire of the preſent plagu-:a- 


gainſt es, Sathan who ſeeketh to make vs curſe the Lord and 


the fire of Gods wrath and anger: To auoid this threefold 
danger, run to the Towreand to this bleſſed Zoar. The fourth 


motiue is the deſire of life and health; we need at this time a 


double health, the health of the ſoule and body: let vs there- 
tore goe boldly vnto the throne of grace that we may receine mercy, 
and find grace to helpe in time of need, Heb. q. 16. Wliy went that 
woman which was diſeaſed with an iſſue of blood twelue 
yeares vnto Chriſt, but that ſhe might receiue her health:verſ. 
12. The ſickneſſe of the plague is an iſſue of blood, which be- 


ing once opened, will euer run, and keepe a courſe it it be not 


ſtanched by the power and mercie of God: which mercie is 
onely obtained, by going vnto his ſacred name: to obtaine 
this double he th. Danid went vnto this place, I. Chron. 2 1, 
that the plague of his ſoule might be healed, and the bodily 
plague be remooued. If we ate as it were dead for ſorrow, 
prayer will reuiue vs, for it is, Vita anime the life of the ſoule: 
& as Cbry/termeth it, Eſt anima ipfins anime, It is the ſoule ofthe 
ſoule. we goe into th: Countrey which cannot ſaue vs; ho 
much more ought we to flie to this name, which bath the 
power to do it: this his power, being accompanied with mer- 
cy and kiodneſſe, for thou O Lord, art good and graci-us, 
and of great compaſſion. Pſal. 8 6 Fitly, experience of good 
ſucceſſe, is the laſt motiue, they which Haue fled to this place, 
haue not beene ſtopped by the way, but haue had good 
ſpeede. Goe vnto King Herebiah, lob, Danid, and thereſt, 
and they will preach vnto you by experience, the exp rience 
of this ſueceſſe. This ſucceſſe is grounded vpon three things, 
as vponthree firme pillars, the Power, the Will and Promiſe, 
the Goodnefle and mercie of God. 
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His power, I haue beard it that pawer belengeth aro Cod, 
P/al.62.11.There was neuer affliction or fore ſo great, but 
the hand of that Phyſician hath beene able to 1 it, the 
leaſt finger of his right hand being of more puiſſance, then 
the whole ame of Heſh. 821 

Hus will and promiſe Pſal. i. I. Iacl. 2.32. lam 5.15. Eccle, 
31.9. Matth. 7. 7. oh. 14. 13. L he King of heauen is not like 
vnto the Princes of the earth, or vnto that Philip of Mace - 
don, who anſwered vnto the widow comming in his Court 
to him, to be heard, l am not at leiſure, (vnto which alſo ſhee 
anſwered iuſtly, thea be not a King any longer) for ſeting 


that he hath promĩſed it, he is alio willing, his prom ſe being 


ſigned with the finger of the holy Gholl, and ſealed with the 
blood of his beloued and anuoynted. Neither is he like ynto 
him, Alatth. y. who anſwered, trouble me not, my doores 
are ſhut; the gate of heauen is alwayes open for vs. God re- 
uoketh not his promiſe as King Salomon. I. Ng · 2. 20 21. 
23. Hie my mother, for 1 will not ſay thee nay; and yet behold 
how this time is changed, Adomab hath ſpoken this word a- 
ainſt his owne life; of the Lords promiſe wee need. not 
doubt, but with Dawid boldly we may ſpeake, P/41.85.7,1n 
the day of my trouble I will call i pas thee, for thou wile heare me, 
Thirdly, Hu gooaneſſe, mercie, an4 liberaluee, which ts f- 
great that he giueth meas 40 he youg raue. which.call vpon him, 
P/al. 147. 9. Doubt not then, but that heewill heate thefup- 
plications of men, whom he bath made a littl: lower then the 
Angels, to crowne them wich glorie aboue other creatures, 
Pſal. 8.36. Let therefore, ſaith. Auguſtine, thy prayer aſcend, 
aud Gods mercie will deſcend, ſhail wee dillrult his g90d- 
nelle, who 1 rich te +4 that cal 4pm him Rom 10. 12. Or 
ſhall we ſuſp ct his bountrulnetle,” which powrerh aut plen- 
tifally bis bleſsings vpon all fieſb Rom. &. 32. Aud although we 
haue offended him, yet our offences will not ſtop his 
mercies. Men, when they haue doge any good turne to any, 
if they bee neuer ſo little offended, they caſt ren in the teetn 
with the benefits they haue done them, and vpbraid them 
with the good turnes they haue ſhe ved j wheretore men are 
C 3 loath 
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iy Salomon peſt los 0 


loath to make requeſt to ſuch for any thing: if wee goe vnto 


the Lord, we ſhai nor meete with one that is of ſuch a diſpo- 


ſition and natlire: he, as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh, reproacheth no 
man; nor keepetſj his anger for ever, al. 103.9. The wil- 
lingneſſe, mercie, and goodneſſe of the Prince to haue vs; 
maketh vs alſo willing to goe to him e ho more willing, then 
he that is our Father, our Sauiour, then he that hath ſuffered 
for vs,{coftings, ſpitrtings, bands, ſtripes, and death it ſelfe t 
Neuer lap of the mother hath beene ſo open to her babes, as 
the bowels of Gods compaſſions are open to the righteous. 
Harken to this, yee faint ſpirits, be ſtrengthened y ee weake 
hands and feeble knees, receiue this comfort, that he hath de- 
liuered, he doth deliver, hee yet will and can deliver. I ende 
this point with the 13. IA. and 15. verſes of the 10. Chapter 
of the Epiſtle to the Romanes: wherein behold a ſingular 
and compendious gradation. As they that would come to 
King Salomon ſitting vpon his throne, were faine to runne 
vp be ſtaires (for his throne, was mounted vnto by ſixe 
ſtaires) io the perfection and conſummation of mai) going 
to the throne ot the true Salmon leſus Chriſt;afcendeth and 
ariſeth by ſixe degrees: the higheſt and the happicſt ſtaires 
being, inuocating and ſauing, pt ayer and deliverance. Theſe 
are then the fiue reaſons, by which wiſe Ch riſtians ovght to 
be guided, I imitate King Dauid. only reſorting to the wings 
of 2 Lords fauour. And herein weſhould be wiſe, il we leuel 
our hearts and affections at the very rig! t center and marke 
of prayer ( which is the name of Jehovah alone ) and the 
period or ſcope in whom our requeſts mult end. 

But alas, there are five ſortes of men, vhich make choice 
of other places, reiectinꝑ the wiſedome of Dauid, the coun. 
ſell of the ſpirituall Phy ſicians, and the practiſe to the Saints 
of God, going a crooked, a circular, and endleſſe way, not 
towards the marke, nor with a right foot as the Apoſtle 
[peaketh. Ca. · The firſt kind: flie firſt to the helpe of mortall 
man, and With «Aſa make ſpeed to the bodily Phyſician, 
to the copfections of Arte, or to the puter ayre, not once 
mindfull of this place; but when all helpes faile them, and 
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that the Lord ſendeth his Sergiatit and heauenly Put ſiphant 
to arreſt themithen they returne to runne to this place, What 
name ſliall we giue you { Qyee of little faith.) but the name 
of weake Chriſtia us? Put not your truſt in the ſonne of man, 
for there is no helpe in him, Pal. 148. There is a ſecond 


ſort, which runne onely to tlie ordinatie creatures, deridiog 


che name lehouah, yea denying that there euet hath, beene, 
or is yet at this pteſent, ſuch a place tu be found. heteunto 
the righteous is preſetued, ſuch as Dauid deſetibeth in the 10. 
Pſalme, 3. 4. Which ſeeks not Cad, but conte mus him, and thinks 
they ſhall neuer be mooned. O yee meere Atheiſts, what name 
deſerue you, but that name,which the Lord himſelſe giueth 
you, P/al. 14.1. the name of fooles?If Cain hath beene xeicted, 
becauſe hee offered an vnworthie ſacrifice, what deſerue 
they that offer none at all? The third ſort runne to a place, 
whoſe name is Hell, ſeeking to Sathan and his artes, gadding 
to the woman of Endor, or tothe Idoll of Ekron, as Saul, as 
Nero, as Julian: Returne, veturne, O yee wretched and bewit- 
ched ſonnes of men, with the name ofdeuilliſn idolaters. The 
fourth ſort, ſecketh to q well vnder the protection and allu- 
rance of their merites and good workes: but theſe alas, as 
Bernard wrigeth on the 91. Pſalme, are ill lodged and haue a 
poore Tabernacle, the diuell hath ſoone blgwen that away. 
The laſt ſort, are the ſuperſtitious Papiſts, ho in the time of 
plague runne to the houſe of the Spider to be preſerued, to 
ſtic kes and ſtones, mettals and papers, Angels and Saints, and 
principally to Saint Sebaſtian for as euery lickneſſe & diſeaſe 
hath his Apothecarie and Phyſician among them: So the 
plague hath Sint Sebaſtiau, vnto u hom with their families 
they runne to bee preſerued. That execrable P/alter of the 
Virgine Marie, compiled by them, maleth her to be this ſeciet 
place whereuato wee ought to runne : the prayer of Dama 
which he made being vilited with the plague,P/ad.3 G. is blaſ- 
phcmouſly avuſed in this maner,9 Lady rebuke me not in thine 
anger neit ber chaſtiſe me in thy wrath: The I. Pſalme is in the 
like maner abuſcd Who ſo d weleth in the ſecret of the bleſſed i ir- 
gin, Cc. But O ye blind ſedusecs of ſouꝭ es, it may be fitſt a n. 
eng
